WHEREAS, discrimination against any person or persons 
because of age, is contrary to American: principles and is 
harmful to the social, cultural, and economic life in Fort

WHEREAS, it is necessaryto amend Chapter 15, "Human 
Relationats of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne 
in order to empower the Metropolitan Human Relation Commission 
therein created to consider matters involving age 
discrimination; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 15 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne is amended as follows: 

a. by adding the word "age" after the 
word " sex" to have it appear in said 


chapter. 


b. by adding to Section 15-3 the following 
Section 
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(i) The term "age" in the context of 
this ordinance refers to a condition 
of a person or person's chronological 
age, most particularly being "overage" 
as a method or consideration involving 
discrimination and does not refer to 
distinctions between adults and minors, 
properly amatterof due consideration by 
the laws of the City, State and Federal 
Governments. 


SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage, and any and all 


necessary approval by the Mayor.
